In Address at Newark, Presi- 
dent Shows He Is Irritated by 
Newspaper Criticism

HYPERCRITICISM, HYSTERI 
AND HYPOCRISY ALLEGED 


Taft Says Newspapers Don’t 
Carry in Pockets All of Public 
Opinion and That He Intends 
to Avoid Them Hereafter---He 
Explains How He Is Trying to 
Save People’s Money.

Newark, N. J., February 23.—Presi- 
dent Taft prefaced his address before 
the Newark board of trade here to- 
night with a personal statement of his 
feelings after being a year in the 
white house, which brought the audi- 
ence to its feet with cheers. He took 
oecasion to pay his respects to the 
newspapers, saying he was going home 
to Washington and avoid them. 

Former Governor Franklin Murphy, 
in introducing the president, said that 
before Mr. Taft had gone to the white 
house last year, he had talked with 
him of the great responsibilities that 
were to be his. Mr. Taft earnestly said 
he wanted to “make good.” 

Taft Knocks Newspapers. 

“Tt is true,” said President Taft, “‘I 
toid Governor Murphy I wanted- to 
make good a year ago. I am not so 
certain of doing it now. He said some- 
thing about the newspapers. When the 
newspapers are prone to criticise and 
sometimes unite in hammering your 
administration, treating it sometimes 
with contemptuous disdain and some- 
times with patronizing friendship, it is 
hard to overcome the feeling that per- 
haps you ought to begin all over again. 

“In view of all that, to have received 
the welcome which I received today— 
and which I believe to have been sin- 
cere—gives you a little hope that per- 
haps the newspapers don’t carry 
their pockets all of public opinion, and 
that perhaps the American people are 
able to see through something of 
hypercriticism, something of hysteria 
and something of hypocrisy, and to 
have a real sympathy with the man 
who, under a eonsiderable responsibW- 
itv. is doing the best he can. 

“They say that sometimes demonstra- 
tions are misleading, but I am going to 
believe, as I have said, that your re- 
ception today and tonight is sincere, 
and I am going to take that flattering 
unction my soul as I go back to 
Washington, and avold the newspa- 
pers.”

Taft Pleads for Economy. 
Taft took for his theme the 
subject of government econ- 
omy. and told of the efforts being 
made by his administration to cut 
down appropriations wherever possi- 
bie. In addition to this, the president 
declared he shared the hope that ihe 
commission which is to be appointed to 
revise the business methods of the big 
departments at Washington may effect 
& saving approximating $100,000,000 a 
gear. 

Mr. Taft left here at 11 p. m. for 
Jersey City, where his car was switch- 
ed to the midnight train for Washing- 


ton. 

He came to Newark this afternoon 
by automobile from New York. From 
the suburbs of Harrison into the heart 
of this city, the president passed 
through dense crowds. which the police 
had some trouble in handling. 

At Harrison! the school children halt- 
ed the president's car, and one little fel- 
low made a patriotic speech. Mr. Taft 
responded, and thanked the children 
for their welcome. 

Senator Lodge of Massachusets, Gov- 
ernor Fort of New Jersey and the pres- 
ident were the principal speakers at 
the banquet. 

President Taft's Speech. 

The president, after acknowledging 
the pleasure of being afforded the op- 
portunity to speak to the business men 
of New Jersey, said: 

“When I accepted the invitation to 
come here, I learned that I was to 
have the pleasure of being a fellow 
guest with my friend Senator Lodge, 
and that he was to take up the ques- 
tion of high prices, a question which 
has occupied the attention of all the 
people, and has invifed the investiga- 
tion into its cause of the congress of 
the United States and some of the state 
legislatures. For my part of the eve- 
ning, I should like to direct your at- 
tention to a more prosy subject. to 
the question of government expenses 
ani government revenues, and the pos- 
sible economies, and what expenditures 
are essential at whatever burden of 
taxation. 

“In the first place, it should be said 
that we have been so far from exhaust- 
ing t® resources of national taxation. 
and federal revenues have been col- 
lected so easily, and in such an amount, 
that we have failed in the past to 
adopt a budget system which is prac- 
ticed in every other civilized country. 
FF. a budget system. I mean a refer- 
ence of proposed expenditures and re- 
ceipts to some one authority or tri- 
bunal, which, after determining what 
the revenues will be, must also de- 
termine what thevexpenditures can be, 
and make a budget without a deficit. 

Revsenucs and Appropriations. 

“Tn our legislative body, which pro- 
vides the revenue and authorizes the 
@xpenditures, t e was when the com- 
mittee on ways and means, on the one 
hand, determined the revenues of the 
government, or provided the laws for 
rais.ng them, and, on the other hand, 
determined the appropriations and 
measured the expenditures. But § for 
many vears in our congress’ these 
functions have been divided. The 
revenues are provided by the ways and 
means committee of the house, and the 
finance committee of the senate. and 
submitted to their respective houses, 
while the appropriations are made by 
the appropriations committee of the 
house and senate, and in too many in-

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NEW -TOWNSHIP 
‘WILL BE FORMED 


Peachtree Heights To 
Be Name. 


Residents of Buckhead Adopt 
This Plan to Fight Establish- 
ment of Cemetery in Their 
District---Legal Action Soon 
to Be Taken. 


About sixty of the residents of Buck- 
head and the vicinity, at a meeting 
held in Minhinnett hall last night at 
7:30 o’clock, by a unanimous vote took 
the first legal steps toward the in- 
corporation of an independent munici- 
pality, to be Known as Peachtree 
Heights. One of the chief causes for 
this action is the desire to eliminate 
the possibility of the proposed Peach- 
tree Hill cemetery, 

Peachtree Heights will include land 
lots Nos. 110, 111, 112, 113, 99, 100, 101, 
102 and 61, and will extend from the 
city limits of Atlanta, north along 
Peachtree foad to about 200 yards be- 
yond the Plaster Bridge road. It will 
also extend out the Roswell road to 
the poorhouse, and along the Pace 
Ferry road to the old Rice place. 

After the meeting had been called to 
order, W. S. Pharr was elected chair- 
man; J. R. Little, secretary, and Walter 
Andrews, vice chairman. Colonel Jack 
J. Spalding then arose and outlined 
the purpose of the meeting. 

The residents of Buckhead and the 
vicinity, said Mr. Spalding, should 
unite against a common menace, name- 
ly, the proposed Peachtree Hill ceme- 
tery, which would not only be distaste- 
ful to the neighborhood, but would 
lower its real estate value. He further 
claimed that the methods used by the 
American Sureties Company, the own- 
ers of the land under discussion, were 
not in accordance with the deed con- 
veying the property. ‘ 

Mr. Spalding then proposed three 
ways of meeting the difficulty—first, 
by getting the city of Atlanta to pass 
laws covering the situation; second, by 
getting the legislature to empower the 
county commissionérs to attend to Jit: 
third, to form an independent munici- 
pality, in which case the mayor and 
council of the town so formed would 
be lawfully able to cope with the mgt- 
ter. Taking all things Into considera- 
tione Mr. Spalding advised the last of 
these plans. 

The incorporation of a town under 
the laws of the state involves a peti- 
tion to the superior court signed by the 
majority of the male residents of the 
district, after the notice of such inten- 
tion has been posted for four weeks. 
The superior court then passes on the 
petition, and the town is incorporated. 
Mr. Spalding said that in the present 
instance it could be brought about 
within five weeks, and that the Amer- 
ican Sureties Company would mean- 
while be kept in check by an injunction 
held against them by John W. Collier. 

Mr. Spalding's proposals were then 
put to a vote, and unanimously carried. 

After some discussion, the territory 
to be included in the town was decided 
upon as above mentioned. The pro- 
posed cemetery is situated in land lots 
61 and 101. 

' Three names for the town were then 

considered—Buckhead Heights, Atlanta 
Heights and Peachtree Heights. The 
sentiment of the meeting was in favor 
of the first of these until it was shown 
that there was already a town of Buck- 
head in Georgia. This name being elim- 
inated, the choice fell upon Peachtree 
Heights. 

Previous to the meeting Mr. Spalding 
had drawn up the necessary legal 
documents. These were signed by 
thirty-five of the residents who were 


present, and the meeting was ad- 
journed.

Boston, February 23.—Following the 
Giscovery that the National City bank, 
of Cambridge, has been looted of $144,- 
000, the doors of the institution were 
closed today, probably forever, by Na- 
tional Bank Examiner Pepper, acting 
on behalf of the comptroller of the 
currency. 

Later a warrant was issued (for 
George W. Coleman, the young book- 
keeper of the bank, who was last 
heard from in Kansas City a few days 
ago. Coleman is charged with em- 
bezzlement. The institution is in- 


solvent, the capital stock of $100,000 
and the surplus having been wiped 
out by the defalcation. Former .Gov- 
ernor John L. Bates, the receiver, will 
liquidate the remaining assets. 

The bank officials suspected that 
Coleman’s accounts might be incorrect 
last Thursday and requested Mr. Pep- 
per to go over the books. On Friday 
Coleman fied to Kansas City. 

Among the stockholders of the bank 
is Charles W. Eliot, president emeritus 
of Harvard college. 

Bookkeeper Coleman is 27 years old 
and is the son of a prominent Cam- 
bridge business man. He maintained 
two touring cars and a Kennel of dogs, 
and was regarded as a “liberal 
spender.”

COUNTY POLICE 


With “Murder Story,” but 
Police Arrested Stepmother 
on Cruelty Charge. 


An undersized negro lad of appar- 
ently not more than nine years, yes- 
terday “strung” the county police de- 
partment, both coming and going, and 
then some. By a clever fabrication, 
he had two members of the force mak- 
ing a journey to Blantown expecting to 
find the remains of a murdered negro 
man.

Managua, Nicaragua, February 23.— 
Another victory over the revolutionists 
has been announced by General Toledo, 
the Nicaraguan minister of war. The 
announcement was based on an Official 
dispatch received from General Rivas, 
in command of the government forces 
who engaged the revolutionists under 
General Chamorro, at Tisma, whieh is 
12 miles from Masaya. 

Genera] Toledo also made known the 
fact that the losses on both sides had 
been very heavy, and that the battle 
had lasted seven haurs, resulting in 
the bloodiest fighting of the war. The 
revolutionists were compelled to aban- 
don their positions. 

The government asserts that Cha. 
morro wasin personalcommand of the 
enemy and admits that the engage- 
ment was fought with varying fortune 
until late in the afternoon when the 
forces under General Lara, a govern- 
ment commander, were in a disordered 
condition. A request was then sent 
out for reinforcements, and these, ar- 
riving an hour later, turned the iide 
of battle. 

General Rivas’ dispatch was posted 
On the street corners; bands ap- 
peared on the streets and a general 
celebration followed.

College Women Meet. 

The following is an interesting re- | 
port of a recent meeting of college 
women: 

A recent meeting of the Georgia | 
Branch of the Southern Association of | 
College Women was the occasion for 
two interesting reports, instructive 
and inspiring in their suggestions for 
civic missionary work. One of. these 
dealt with the inefficient work done 
for epileptics in our own state, of 
whom there are probably some 5,000. 
These, the report showed, are almost 
entirely uncared for; some 350, in! 
round numbers, being provided for at 
Milledgeville along with the demented. 
The colony system has been employed 
elsewhere—a sort of community living 
where the patients are only so depend- 
ent as their condition renders inevita- 
ble. The most successful colony in 
this country, at Senyea, N. Y., accom- 
modates almost 2,000 patients at a per 
capital cost of between $149 and $1560 
@ year, which exceeds our outlay, with 
its poor results, by only $20 per cap- 
ita. These facts are strongly augment- 
ed in favor of a thoroughly modern, 
well-equipped colony for’ epileptics, 
supported by the public funds. 

Another matter which suggested 
great possibilities for the public-spir- 
ited citizens is that of industrial train- 
ing in the country schools. Besides 
‘the work done by charity, for exam- 
ple, that supported by the Federation 
of Clubs, there is nothing done in the 
state of Georgia with the exception 
of what is just beginning to be done 
in the eleven special schools with their 
rather limited appropriations, estab- 
lished recently by act of legislature. 
These schools, with their attendance 
of about 500 pupils in all, their farm 
lands and corn clubs and domestic sci- 
ence teaching, would seem to promise 
a nucleus for future secondary school, 
industrial training for the boys and 
girls of the state, if only the citizens 
will give them support, encouragement 
and appropriations.

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COTTON MAKES BREAK 
OF 12 TO 33 POINTS 


Market Opened Easy at De- 
cline---Slightly Rallied, but 
It Weakened Again. 


New York, February 23.—The sell- 
ing movement which caused the sharp 
break of Saturday was renewed on the 
reopening of the cotton market today 
and there was a further decline, 
amounting to about $2 per bale on ac- 
tive old-crop months. The close was 
a little up from the lowest, as a re- 
sult of covering, but While the final 
tone was steady, prices showed a loss 
of from 12 to 38 points for the day. 

The opening was easy at a decline 
of 17@24 points on the old and of 8@ 
12 points on new crop positions, under 
heavy liquidation and bear pressure, 
notwithstanding the relative firmness 
of Liverpool during the local holidays, 
the continued absence of rain in the 
gouthwest and reports from the dry 
goods district, indicating that egimers | 
producers of napped goods have sol 
their entire fall production. After 
showing a net loss of about 24 to 26 
points, on active months, slight rallies 
oceurred, aS a result of covering by 
trade and speculative shorts, but the 
spot houses who bought March and 
May seemed to be reselling in July, 
and after the close of Liverpool the 
market again weakened under rumors 
of freer southern offerings. At the 
low point of the afternoon March con- 
tracts sold at 13.68, May at 13.80 and 
July at 13.68, or 8% or 40 points net 
lower, and even at this level the de- 
mand seemed limited to covering. 
Southern spot markets officially re- 
orted were unchanged to \ec lower, 
ut there was no other confirmation of 
the reported freer southern offerings, 
and, generally speaking, the decline 
was attributed to the influence of a 
¢ontinued hand-to-mouth spot demand, 
and ¢he nearer approach of the plant- 
ing Season, rather than any particular 
item in the day’s news. Wire houses 
with southern and western connections 
were the chief sellers during the day, 
and the character of the Dusiness sug- 
gested an abandonment of the bull 
campaign in May contracts

Operators Waiting for Devel- 
opment of New Forces. 
News of Day Discussed. 


New York, February 23.—-The stag- 
nant and inert stock market today was 
suggestive of the arrival of the specu- 
lation at a stage of waiting for the 
development of new forces. The room 
traders labored to move prices and to 
turn small fractional profits at the ex- 
pense of each other today. No other 
dealings were distinguishable in the 
day’s transactions. The sales fell to 
a tigure lower than for a year past 
and there were long intervals when 
nothing was done on the floor of the 
stock exchange. There was desultory 
discussion of some of the day’s news 
and happenings, but it resulted in no 
active operations in the stock mar- 
ket The violence connected with the 
street car strike in Philadelphia is 
disquieting to sentiment and disturbs 
the recent feeling of confidence that, 
pending labor controversies were to be 
worked out in a spirit of compromise 
and concession which would insure 
against an interruption of profitable 
activities. The entrance of the Balti- 
more and Ohio's negotiations with em- 
ployees upon a critical stage increased 
the interest In the topic. That stock 
and the New York tractions showed 
some positive depression in response. 
Central Leather weakened because the 
directors refrained from declaring a 
dividend as some speculators had as- 
Sumed that they would do. The rise 
in Reading was without authoritative 
éxplanation, but the rumors current:in 
the market varied somewhat from 
those recently prevalent, shifting to 
intimation of consolidation of control 
by the other railroads interested in 
that property. Only languid interest 
was shown in the Washington birth- 
Gay address of the attorney general, 
reaffirming the duty of the govern- 
ment to ocurb trusts and attempted 
mcnopolies, in spite of the sensitive- 
nesg 8 lately felt on that subject by 
stock market operators. 

The money markets were appreci- 
ably firmer, both here and abroad. 
The renewed continental demand on 
London for gold has stiffened the dis- 
count rate at that center. The New 
York money market is influenced. to 
some extent, by syndicate requirements. 
The approaching March settlements 
are Jarger than for the last vear. 
Very heavy maturities of short term 
loans put out by corporations during 
the financial depression fall due in 
March. Financial means have been 
accumulated for paying or refunding 
nearly all of these, but the actual pay- 
ment involves some shifting of ac- 
counts. Large amounts of such notes 
were held by forefgners and there is 
some accumulation of foreign ex- 
change going on to meet the pay- 
ments. Dealers !n mercantile paper 
report a preference amongst money 
lenders for the choicest grades of paper 
even at a lesser discount rate.

the revenues which are to be available 
to meet the appropriations. 

“It has so happened that in many 
years of the past, the revenues have 
increased more rapidly than the. ex- 
penditures, and there has been a sur- 
plus. During the life of the Dingley 
bill. which carried us from 1896 to 
1908. the revenues exceeded the ex- 
penditures by about $2560,000,000; but 
the surplus took place in the earlier 
years. so that in 1908 we had a deficit, 
and in 1909 we had a deficit. 


How Budget Is Made. 


“The pinching effect of the falling 
off of the revenues and discontinuances 
of the expenditures, at the same rate, 
attracted the attenion of congress, so 
that now a preliminary duty is thrown 
upon the secretary of the treasury to 
made a budget: that its, by law he is 
required to make all the estimates of 
all the departments, himself to make 
an estimate of the probable revenvwes, 
and if his calculations show a deficit, 
to recommend legislation for additional 
taxation or the raising of money by 
bonds sufficient to meet it. 

“The calculation of the secretary of 
the treasury for the present year show- 
ed that the deficit was likely to be 

34,000,000 in respect to ordinary re- 
eeipts and expenditures. I am glad to 
say that the operation of the new 
tariff bill has beén se much more pro- 
ductive of income that this deficit for 
the current year is likely to be con- 
siderably reduced. In addition, how- 
ever, to the ordinary deficit, we have to 
add the Panama canal expenditure for 
immediate provision of $38,000,000; or 
what was estimated to be a total defi- 
cit of $72.000,.000 is now reduced con- 
siderably bv the better rates under the 
present tariff bill. 


Taft Predicts Surplus. 


“By meeting the expenditures on the 
Panama canal with the proceeds of 
bond issues, we have enough cash in 
the treasury to. meet the deficit in our 
ordinary expenses for the current year, 
and if we meet the expenditures on 
the Panama canal for the following 
vear, we shall have a surplus of $35,- 
000,000, or if the revenue-producing 
capacity of the new tariff keeps up to 
its present indications, the surplus may 
be increased to $50,000,000. On ghe 
other hand, if the congress proposes to 
add to the expenditures of the govern- 
ment over those estimated for, for new 
enterprises in the river and harbor bill 
and for the construction of the federal 
buildings under a building act, it will 
be very easy to consume or exceed the 
entire surplus. 

“Every one must admit the wisdom 
of providing for the payment of the 
canal expenditures by bonds. The orig- 
inal act made provision for the issu- 
ing of bonds, and, while the amount 
therein estimated was far short of the 
actual cost, the policv of the govern- 
ment in supplying funds for the enfer- 
prise by bonds was sufficiently de- 
elared. This is a work of a perma- 
Ment character for the millions who 
come after us, and It seems only fair 
that that which we provide in such a 
generous measure for posterity should 
be paid for, impart at least, by poster- 
iy. 


Bonds for Other Projects. 

“Not only is the application of such 
a principle just and right in the case 
of an enterprise tike the Panama canal, 
but it seems to me wise and appropri- 
ate to adort it with reference to other 
Projects which commend themselves to 
ccngress, and the economical comple- 
tion of which requires the issuing of 
bends. I refer to those definite pro- 
jects that have been agreed upon in 
regard to the improvement of our in- 
land waterways. 

“I would not begin the expenditure 
of any morey on any project, the wis- 
dom of which had not been fully vindl- 
eated by experts, and the cost of which 
had not been fully ascertained by the 
most experienced engineers; but, hav- 


| 


ing Aetermined to put through the im- ' 


pro nt, it ought not to be done by 
fits and starts, but it ought to be done 
as one job, and provision for its com- 
p:etion ought to be made by the issu- 
ing of bonds, uniess the country reve. 
nues afford a sufficient amount to com- 
plete it within an economical time. 

“Thig statement has peculiar appli- 
cations-to the river and harbor bill, , 
which now has passed the house. There 
the Ohio river improvement, 4o cost 
$€3,000,000, is entered upon, and an ap- 
propriatian made for its continuing. 
The same thing is true of the improve- 
ment of the Mississippi river from St. 
Paul to St. Louis, and the same river 
from St. Louis to Cairo, and of the 
Missouri river from Kansas City. to 
St. Loui3z. These projects seem to be 
warranted by the traffic in sight. 

“While I am dealing with the Pan- 
ama canal, however, I ought to refer 
to the diserepancy between the esti- 
mated cost of the enterprise and the 
actual cost as we are now able to fix 
within four or five years of its compile- 
tion. 

Extra Cast of Canal. 

“The estimated cost of the engineer- 
ing and construction of the canal was 
$139,700,000. Its actual cost for engi- 
neering and construction will be $297,- 
000,000, an increase of about $1567,300.- 
000. This increase is to be explained, 
first, by the véry great appreciation in 
¢he cost of labor and material between 
the time when the estimate was made, 
in 1900, and the time when the work 
was done, between 1904 and 1909. 

“Becond, by the fact that the canal 
Las been gniarged substantially beyond 
the original dimensions estimated for. 

‘You know that the great work of 
excavation in the canal is called the 
Culebra cut. This is where the back- 
bone of the continent, reduced to its 
lowest height, {s cut through in order 
to permit the flowing of the canal; and 
through five miles of that cut, which 
altogether is about nine miles long, for 
purposes of economy, the original plan 
and estimate made the bottom of the 
canal in the rock 200 feet wide. This 
would not enable two of the largest 
steamers to pass upon each other in 
the canal with any degree of safety, 
and would require that one of them 
should tie up to the bank while the 
other went by. 


Width of Canal Increased. 


“Im order to avoid this delay in that 
part of the canal, it has been thought 
wise to 'ncrease the bottom width from 
200 to 300 feet in a: place, and, in such 
material, that, of course, made the 
change most expensive. So, too, fn 
order that the canal may be adapted to 
the largest size of steamers possible, 
the dimensions of the six locks have 
been increased from 900 feet usable 
length by 90 feet width, to 1,000 feet 
usable length and 110 feet wide: This 
was done at the instance of the navy 
department on the ground that they 
eculd look forward into the future and 
see vessels of a beam exceeding 100 
feet. 

“It has also been found necessary 
to change the character of the canal 
on the Pacific side from a lake with 
a dam and locks, on the shore of the 
bay of Panama, to a sea level canal 
running four miles inland. so as to 
remove the locks four’ miles inward 
and beyond the possible reach of guns 
of an enemy in Panama bay. These 
two changes also have added very con- 
siderably to tne cost. 

“Again it has been found unwise 
to enlarge the canal into a lake or 
basin at the foot of the Gatun locks, 
and whatever variation in the plans 
which experience in the construction 
has demonstrated the necessity for, 
the more than doubling the cost of 
constructing and engineering has been 
necessary. In addition to this, the cost 
of sanitation and government, without 
which the canal could not have been 
built, will be about $73,000,000, and 
will carry the entire cost of the canal 
to $373,000,000. 

“To return to the state of finances, 
I repeat that the surplus for the year 
ending June 30, 1911, for which we are 
now making provision in this congress 
by appropriation, will be about $35,- 
000,000, if the estimates made by the 
departments and transmitted by the 
secretary of the treasury to congress 
are not exceeded, and if the revenue 
from the tariff bill equals that which 
the secretary of the treasury has esti- 
mated it is likely to be. This surplus 
is also estimated upon the supposition 
that the $28,000,000 necessary annual-

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canal will be met’ by bonds. 

“In view of the threatened shortage 
for .the year ending June 34, 1911, I 
directed the heads of departments in 
making their estimates to cut them to 
the quick and to-avail themselves of 
every possible economy and reduction. 
The result was that the total of «the 
estimates forwarded by the secretary 
of the treasury was $42,821,000 less 
than the total of the. appropriations 
+= Rg previous year ending June 30, 


“A river and harbor bill has now 
been introduced and has passed the 
house, which appropriates nearly $40.,- 
000.000. This is a very considerable 
increase over the amount estimated by 
the secretary of the treasury. In ad- 
dition to this, if a butiding bill passes 
congress appropriating $15,000,000 or 
$20,000,000 for the coming fiscal year, 
there may still be a deficit unless the 
tariff bill and the corporation tax ex- 
ceed what was originally estimated 
from them. I am bound to say that 
the results of ‘the tariff bill thus far 
indicate a considerable increase over 
the estimate of the secretary. 


Taft Tells of Economies. 


“Now, [I would, like for a moment-to 
gs° into the question of what it was 
that we cut down in our estimates for 
the ooming year in the departments. 

“The reduction in the estimate of 
the war. department, below the appro- 
priations of last year, amounted to 
$10,000,000. The reduction in the es- 
timate of the navy department for 
the expenses of the year ending Juna 
30, 1911, also amounted to $10,000,000. 
The reduction in the interior depart- 
ment of estimated expenses for 1911 
below the appropriations for 1910 
amounted to $8,000,000. The reduction 
in the treasury and in’ the postoffice 
department made up the balance of the 
$42,000,000. 

“Speaking with reference to the 
army and navy, it should’ be said that 
the reductions were not in what may 
be called the permanent expenses. of 
the department, but were rather in 
cutting down proposed improvements, 
which, if the plans of the departments 
are. properly carried out, must some 
time be met. In other words, it is a 
postponement only of expenditures 
that are necessary until the income 
shall be sufficient to meet them. 

“Let us take the war department. 
There was a very considerable cut in 
the expenditures needed to complete 
with modern appliances the coast de- 
fenses on the Pacific and the Atlantic 
seaboards. There is needed at the 
mouth of Chesapeake Bay ‘between 
Cape, Henry and Cape Charles an arti- 
ficial island upon the so-called middle 
ground, which shall command the en- 
trance to Chesapeake Bay. Chesapeake 
Bay is the most important body of wa- 
ter from a strategic naval standpoint 
on the whole Atlantic coast, and it 
must be defended. 


Great Naval Base at Pear! Harbor. 


“So, too, we have now determined 
that the great naval base of the Pa- 
cific for us is to be Pearl Harbor, near 
Honolulu. For years there was dlis- 
cussion as to whether we ought to 
make the naval base at Subig Bay or 
at Cavite, in Manila Bay, in the Philip- 
pines. By unanimous consent of naval 
and military authorities it is now con- 
ceded that we don’t need a naval base 
in the Philippines at all; that we ought 
to make Coregidor Island, at the 
mouth of Manila Bay, impregnable, 
establish a naval supply station in 
Subig Bay, but rely upon the Sand- 
wich Islands as our base. This wil! 
all involve a heavy expenditure at 
Honolulu, but for the present the 
amount provided is comparatively 
small. 

“In the naval expenditures we have 
retained a provision for two battle- 
ships of the large 25,600-ton capacity, 
and we have done this on the ground 
that until the Panama canal is com- 
pleted we ought to go on and add to 
our navel strength. The Panama ca- 
nal will certainly be completed in 1915, 
and if we have two battleships a year 
until that time, the opening of the 
canal will so double the efficacy of 
our navy for the. protection of our 
Pacific and Atlantic coasts that we 
can abate and reduce our expenditures 
in new construction. 


Treasury Reductions. 


“The reductions in the treasury de- 
partment were, [I think, more of them 
in the cost of administration than in 
the expenditures for improvements, 
and this was also the case in the post- 
office department. 

“The reduction in the Interior de- 
partment—$6,000,000—-was due to a ra 
duction In the amount of the pensions 
to be paid out, and we may reason- 
ably hope that as the years now £0 
on this amount will gradually be re- 
duced. 

“On the other hand there are cer- 
tain of our departments, to wit: The 
agricultural department, with its for- 
estry bureau, the war department in so 
far as it is a constructive department 
for the improvement of rivers, the 
department of commerce and labor, 
including as it ought, it seems to me, 
a bureau of health, which as the op- 
portunities for bettering the condl- 
tion of the people’ by governmental 
investigation, increase, grow in im- 
portance and in cost, we ogght not 
to expect a reduction either ,in the 
expenses growing out of a conserva- 
tion of our resources. 


As to Billion Dollar Congress. 


“For some time it has been said that 
we have ‘billion-dollar congresses.’ 
The statement in-itself is an unjust 
one, because it is generally construed 
to mean that the total expense of the 
departments to be paid out of taxation 
amounts to a billion dollars a year. 
This is quite an error, for the reason 
that tn making up the Dillion dollars, 
the expenses for the postoffice depart- 
ment are always included, whereas the 
expenses of the postoffice department 
are not paid out of the proceeds of 
taxes. They are paid for out of the 
receipts of that department from the 
sale of stamps. with the exception of 
$17,500,000, which was the excess of 
the cost of the postoffice department 
last vear over its receipts. This, 
therefore, reduces the cost by taxation 
of the government each year to,some- 
thing like $750,000,000. 

‘It is now proposed to appoint a 
congressional commission to look into 
the question of a general réorganiza- 
tion of the departments of the gov- 
ernment, with a view to reducing the 
expense of administering the govern- 
ment. 

“Tl think I have already made clear 
the distinction between those expendi- 
tures of the government that go into 
permanent improvements and that 
when reduced one year must be in- 
creased another, and the actual rou- 
tine cost of administration. A reduc- 
tion in the cost of the proposed im- 
provements {is not an elimination of 
them. but merely a postponement of 
them: whereas, a reduction in the 
cost of administration would be a 
permanent economy, that of course 
on that account becomes most. im- 
portant. 

May Cut Expenses $100,000,000 a Year. 

‘It has been stated on the floor of 
the senate that it wili be possible by 
thig commission to reduce the cost of 
administering the government $190,- 
090,000 a year and that if a free hand 
were given to a business man the re- 
duction in the expene of administra- 
tion might he doubled or tripled. 1 
am unable to confirm these statements 
as to exagt amount, but J am very sure 
that a conservative, prudent and fear- 
less commission could make a most 
material reduction in the cost of ad- 
ministering the government. 

“They will find opposition 
gress to every change recommended, 
because there is no branch or bureau 
so humble that ft cannot secure its 
adherents and defenderg within the 
legislative halls. But if by the to- 
tale that it shows this commission 
shall justify its existence, it is prob- 
able that it can secure a majority suf- 
ficient to carry through ‘its proposed 
reforms. This goyernment has been 
constructed, not at all at one time, 
but bureau+has been added to bureau, 
and department to department, and it 
has been impossible to avoid duplica- 
tion and expensive methods. 

Teo Many Employees. 

“This proposed commission, as I 
understand it, Is to take up the bu- 
reaus of all the departments, is to 
sée whether they may not often be

and great railroads, as to-the method 
of disposing of superannuated serv- 
ants. Our military pensions have 
reached.so large an annual sum, to- 
wit: $150,000,000, that we have avoided 
the suggestion. of civil pensions, but I 
am convinced that some method must 
be adopted by which superannuated 
civil servants may be retired on an in- 
come sufficient to support them, and 
that such-a provision will ultimately 
bring’ about great economy in the ad- 
ministration. 


Postage on Periodicals. 


“Tt has been reported by the post- 
master. general that we are ¢carrving 
in the postoffice department the week- 
ly periodicals and magazines at a 
cost’ to that department of upward of 
$60,000,000, and that the business of 
the government in the postoffice de- 
partment is now run at a general loss 
of. $17,500,000. The committees of con- 
gress are investigating the correct- 
ness of this view. The owners of 
magazines. dispute the ‘correctness of 
the figures. -There. ought to be some 
way. certainly. of determining this fact 
and if it is a.fact.it calle for a re- 
form, and an inerease in’ the postage 
of a sufficient amount at least to take 
away the deficit in the postoffice de- 
partment. 

“Tt will be essential for this commis- 
sion to employ expert men who have 
had to do with the organization of 
great businesses.and who are familiar 
with the most modern methods of econ- 
omy. The truth’is that the success of 
modern business has been the adop- 
tion of successful economies, and ths 
time has come for-us\to make an effort, 
at least, to introduce. something of 
these economies into an administration 
of the greatest business that we have 
in this country, the business of our 
federal government. 


Great Economical Reforms Possible. 


“Lam aware that things done by the 
government are done under conditions 
so different from those of a business 
concern that there are certain expen- 
ditures necessary, tn view of the fact 
that the government business is done 
for the benefit of all the people, and 
that, therefore, all the people are en- 
titled to know how it is done, and a 
number of them are entitled to be 
selected tn a fair way to share in its 
doing. But, in spite of the added ex- 
penditure of administration incident to 
the requirements of popular govern- 
rent, every one familiar with govern- 
ment methods now in vogue must rec- 
Ognize the possibility of reforms lead- 
ing to great economy, if the congress 
shall have the courage to adopt plans 
which may be recommended by this 
commission after a ful) examination by 
bu siness experts. 

“I have already occupied your time 
too much, and I perhaps have not made 
this statement very informing or tn- 
teresting, but I cannot close without 
ccngratulating vou and myself on the 
prospect that the present tariff bill 
offers of such an increased income as 
to make deficits under any condition 
unnece3sary. Of course, if there were 
to be a halt in our prosperity, and a 
panic, the reduction in imports might 
be so substantial as to lead to deficits 
again. Let us hope, however, that the 
prosperity of our country is founded on 
Such a substantia] basis that no flurry 
in the stock market and no other tem- 
pcrary cause may prevent the continu- 
ae ce of g00d business on a substantial 
asis.’
